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Wake Up, Orange County! 

Oliver Stone delivers a message: U.S. is not God’s gift to humanity 


STONE: WE CANT IMPOSE 



O perating as a well-dressed, two- 
man wrecking crew, legendary 
Holl 3 rwood director Oliver Stone 
and American University professor Peter 
Kuznick visited UC 
Irvine last weekend 
with an impas¬ 
sioned call for citi¬ 
zens to reject the 
conventional, rah- 
rah version of U.S. 
history. The idea 
that our nation is a 
benevolent super¬ 
power dedicated 
chiefly to spread¬ 
ing liberty around 
the globe as well as 
freedom at home is. Stone and Kuznick 
insist, deceitful propaganda. They say 
that since the dropping of atomic bombs 
on hundreds of thousands of Japanese 
civilians during World War II to present- 
day U.S. military drone strikes that kill 
women and children in the Middle East, 
our government has far too often been a 
case study not just in corruption, but also 
evil. They argue that we’re not the world’s 
ethics-driven policemen we like to think 
we are, but instead the planet’s myopic, 
trigger-happy, money-hungry bully. 

‘T think our society is where the Soviet 
Union was [in the 1980s, on the verge of 
collapse from corruption and desperately 
in need of reform],” Stone told several hun¬ 
dred attendees. ‘T think we are moribund. I 
think there is something wrong. We’re cor¬ 
rupt. Our economy is corrupt. There’s too 
many large corporations. There’s too many 

wealthy individuals_It’s a two-tiered 

system, and the people at the bottom— 
nobody gives a fuck about them, and that’s 
what’s going to bring us down.” 

During the past five years. Stone and 
Kuznick have teamed up to develop a mul¬ 
tipart Showtime series. The Untold His¬ 
tory of the United States, and an accompa¬ 
nying 784-page book. Their UCI appear¬ 
ance was part of the ongoing promotion 
of their project, inspired by what they see 
as hair-pulling trends toward increasing 
public ignorance. For example, while most 
18-to-29-year-old Americans now con¬ 
sider the Vietnam War wise public policy, 
they note that older citizens, more famil¬ 
iar with the realities of the bloody conflict, 
see that war as “a terrible thing.” 

“But the younger generation we’re 
trying to reach isn’t getting that,” said 
Kuznick. “There’s another whole part of 
our history that Americans have got to 
understand—not singing our praises, [but] 
looking at what we’ve done wrong so we 
can get it right next time.” 

He explained that Japanese war memo¬ 
rials he’d visited honor all individuals on 
each side who died in battles, but our gov¬ 
ernment erected a Vietnam War Memo¬ 
rial that only mourns American dead. 


“The message of the Vietnam memorial is 
that the tragedy of Vietnam is that 58,272 
Americans died,” said Kuznick, observ¬ 
ing the memorial stretches 146 feet. “If 
that memorial actually had the names 
of the 58,000 Americans, the 3.8 million 
Vietnamese, the hundreds of thousands of 
Cambodians, Laotians and other people 
who died, it would be over 4 miles long. 
Now, that would be a war memorial, and 
that would tell something about Vietnam. 

... That would be the tombstone to this 
idea of American ‘exceptionalism’ that we 
need, and that’s what we’re trying to con¬ 
vey here. This idea that is so dangerous to 
think [is that] the United States is God’s 
gift to humanity, that we’re different from 
other countries, that we’re altruistic, that 
we spread freedom, and that’s what our 
goal is.” 

Added Stone, “I think we react as a 
mad dog, and we are sick. We have this 
military aggression inside us. It’s evident 
in our football games, where you’ve got 
the flyover jets and this homage to the 
military. Now, we need a military; I’m 
all for the military. I joined the military, 
and I see the strengths of it. But we need 
a military to defend this country and 
defend its national interests, not to go 
abroad looking for fights to pick and for 
countries to intervene in if they don’t 
agree with our way of doing things. We 
cannot impose one cultural value on the 
entire world.” 

Kuznick said that though President 
Dwight Eisenhower is commonly given 
credit for alerting the nation to the scary 
inclinations of the military industrial 
complex, he is the primary architect of 
Cold War hostilities. When Eisenhower 
took control of the White House in 1953, 
the U.S. had 1,000 “nukes.” When he left 
office, we possessed more than 23,000. 

“This policy of threatening the world 
with annihilation in order to maintain 
American economic and political privilege 
in the world doesn’t make sense,” he said. 
“That’s what we’re challenging here—a 
world in which the richest 300 million 
have more than the poorest 3 billion, a 
world in which the United States controls 
the planet with our bases, with our fleets, 
with our arms—which we’re selling every¬ 
where, with military alliances.” 

Research for the series and book 
underscored a key lesson, according to 
Stone, director of Platoon, Savages, Wall 
Street, Nixon, Born on the Fourth of July, 
The Doors, Heaven 8t Earth, and JFK, as 
well as winner of nine Academy Awards. 

“Governments lie,” he explained, care¬ 
ful to note he doesn’t necessarily trust 
President Barack Obama any more than 
he did George W. Bush or Ronald Reagan. 
“When I [was growing] up, I believed the 
government. My father told me to believe 
them. You know, I didn’t realize how cor¬ 
rupt this thing was.” 


Stone’s biggest worry? In the wake of 
the shocking Edward Snowden revela¬ 
tions about the extent of warrantless 
National Security Agency spying at home 
and overseas, the U.S. is marching to a 
future few could have imagined just a 
year ago. 

Gary Fouse—a retired federal narcotics 
cop who never fought in a war and writes 
the blog Patriot’s Corner—took the first 
opportunity to ask a question and deliv¬ 
ered an oral blow to Stone, who earned 
a Bronze Star and Purple Heart for his 
repeated combat bravery in Vietnam. “I 
seem to feel that maybe your experiences 
turned you against your country in many 
ways,” Fouse said. “And I just wonder 
if you’ve ever considered that if it were 
not for the United States of America and 
specifically its military, I don’t think that 
there would be a country in the world liv¬ 
ing in freedom today.” 

Because of microphone problems in 
the auditorium, an expressionless Stone 


couldn’t hear the remark, and Fouse, 
who stood in the back of the room, con¬ 
tinued, “I’d just like to say to the young 
audience here that in spite of what 
you’ve seen in this one-sided presenta¬ 
tion, and in spite of our mistakes and the 
dark chapters in our history, which we 
acknowledge, which, you know, we’re 
making mistakes today, this is still a 
great country, and I think it deserves 
your support and your loyalty.” 

Stone isn’t easily rattled. Questioning 
his patriotism is always the first move of 
his critics. He called the Showtime pre¬ 
sentation a “visual poem to a country that 
I love—loved [his emphasis] when I was 

a young man_[The U.S. has] lost our 

goal, and that is what this whole series 
is about. ... I wish to God we can turn 
it around. And that’s why we did these 
things, and that’s why we’re here today 
among you, trying to remind you that we 
were and still can be a great country.”

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C olin Oyama never said that. 

Not that night in Osaka in 
2005, when Quinton “Ram¬ 
page” Jackson, one of the two 
most famous mixed-martial-arts 
(MMA) fighters Oyama has trained, 
climbed into a ring and in a mat¬ 
ter of minutes had his rib broken 
by the then-relatively unknown 
Mauricio “Shogun” Rua. Those 
sitting ringside knew something 
had happened, saw it in Jackson’s 
panicked, 100-mile stare. Rua knew 
what had happened, had felt his 
knee lance the bone and reacted 
with a controlled frenzy of activity 
that included quasi-bicycle kicks 
trained on Jackson’s head, conjur¬ 
ing up images of a big cat taking 
down a wildebeest that would have 
done well to lay off the starches. 

Mike Tyson once said, “Every¬ 
body’s got a plan... until they 
get hit,” and Jackson, who’d been 
encouraged by Oyama to take Rua 
seriously but declined to even 
watch tape of the kid because he 
believed he was destined to win the 
fight, went to his Plan B: clutching 
at Rua while mouthing to Oyama, 
“My rib’s broke.” He said it again, 
and then, pushing Rua off him for a 
moment, repeated it a third time, at 
which point, the story goes, a seeth¬ 
ing Oyama, his coaching ignored, 
his warnings disregarded, barked 
back, “Shut up and fight!” 

Never said it, Oyama says. 

Pretty sure I never said it, 

Oyama says. 

I don’t think I would have said 
it, Oyama says. 

After all, he’s not a jerk. He is 
intelligent, respectful and plain- 
spoken, and his gym. Team Oyama 
in Irvine, reflects that: a clean, 
well-ordered place where profes¬ 
sional fighters work out next to and 
with regular folk looking to stay 
in shape. It’s the kind of fighting 
gym at which a mother would feel 
comfortable dropping off her kids, 
which they do, the kind of place 
that same woman can work out 
while getting hit on less than at the 
local 24 Hour Fitness.

No, he’s not a jerk, and although Team 
Oyama’s unofficial motto at one time 
was “Team Oyama’s got something for 
yo mama!” he’s more businesslike than 
macho, which is why it has the kind of 
buttoned-down feel of a fighting gym an 
attorney—which is what he is—would 
run. So, it’s doubtful Oyama would have 
expected Jackson to fight, let alone win. 


hadn’t done the work, was not going to lose 
because he wasn’t in condition. When Tito 
Ortiz, the other most famous fighter he has 
trained, came to him, he was an accom¬ 
plished and seasoned fighter who’d already 
fought for titles, yet the initial workouts were 
so rigorous that Oyama remembers saying, 
“Dude, you throw up a lot, don’t you?” 

By 2000, Ortiz, who’d lost a memo¬ 
rable title fight to Frank Shamrock when 
Ortiz wilted in the fourth round, defeated 
Wanderlei Silva for the UFC light heavy- 


and branding, and everything but fighting. 

“I’ll get ‘Sorry, can’t get to the gym; I’ve 
got a sponsorship meeting,”’ Oyama says. 
“I’m like, ‘Dude, who the hell is gonna 
sponsor you? You have one fight!”’ 

To Oyama, 44, the world is a fairly 
straightforward place, clearly delineated 
with very little shading. You’re either a 
fighter or you’re not, and more and more, 
he meets guys who say they are, but aren’t. 
His impatience and disgust with this new 
breed has nothing to do with being tough; 


included porn-star wives—Ortiz was mar¬ 
ried to Jenna Jameson—and high-profile 
arrests. Though most would agree their 
best fighting days are behind them, their 
fame has persisted, so much so that when 
Newport Beach-based Bellator MMA, the 
second-largest mixed-martial-arts promo¬ 
tion in the U.S., was looking to stage its first 
pay-per-view event, it went hard after Ortiz 
and Jackson because, as Bellator founder 
Bjorn Rebney explained, “We had to have 
huge names, monster names, crossover

with a broken rib. Can’t be done, and 
indeed, Jackson went down a couple of 
minutes later amidst a hail of Rua fists 
and knees. 

“To be honest, I think what I said was, 
‘What did he say?”’ Oyama says. 

It’s likely the story has stuck to Oyama 
because it sounds like something he would 
say. Something he does say. He’s saying 
it right now, sitting on a couch at Team 
Oyama, recounting how tired he is of all 
of the excuses—“I ask a guy to work out, 
and I get ‘No, I gotta do this photo shoot.’ 
‘Photo shoot? Jerk-off, you’re 1-0!’”—and 
all of the entitlement—“I hear them say, 

‘I should get this; I should get that.’ ‘Get 
something? Dude, the only thing you 
should get is a job.’” 

It sticks because it’s how he thinks. How 
he lives. It’s the reason he was attracted to 
MMA in the first place. It was simple, clean, 
well-ordered. Fight or tap. Able to endure 
the pain or not. His g5mi and his reputation 
as a trainer was made on that. An Oyama 
fighter was not going down because he 


weight crown by absorbing all the pain and 
punishment someone dubbed “The Axe 
Murderer” could throw at him, outwork¬ 
ing Silva for five rounds. That performance 
became a hallmark of the Oyama-trained 
fighter, never to be outworked having come 
from a system that designed workouts 
leading up to a match to be so much harder 
than the match itself. 

It was the type of attitude that 
attracted people to the sport; MMA 
fighters were seen as hungry and pure, 
dedicated to their craft, workmanlike 
as opposed to the “Make it rain!” world 
of boxing. But now, more than a decade 
later, Oyama sees the dark side of that 
success. As MMA has exploded in popu¬ 
larity, leaving boxing well in its wake, it 
has become a sport known to resonate 
with young adult males, which resonates 
with corporations, which means money. 
And things change. Money has brought all 
those things that money brings: poseurs 
and hangers-on, guys calling themselves 
agents, girlfriends, management meetings 


it insults him because there is a right way 
to do things. Life is not complicated. It is 
tough, and it is painful, and it requires sac¬ 
rifice and focus and smarts, which is what 
MMA represented and is celebrated for. 
Now, it seems to him, it’s a place where a lot 
of guys look to become famous, which pains 
him. No doubt, it also pains him that the 
blueprint for many of these guys is the two 
most famous fighters Oyama ever trained. 

Jackson and Ortiz would soon parlay the 
success Oyama had made possible into a 
host of show-business ventures, complete 
with IMDB credits (Jackson was B.A. Bar- 
acus in the movie version of TheA-Team; 
Ortiz’s credits range from CSI: NY to Zom¬ 
bie Strippers!) and tabloid lifestyles that 


names with big personalities, and these two 
guys are two of the four who you put on the 
MMA Mount Rushmore. I mean, how many 
guys are recognizable with one name? You 
say Rampage, say Tito, people know.” 

And so Rampage and Tito, who had 
sworn when each were members of Team 
Oyama they would never fight each other, 
agreed to fight each other Saturday, Nov. 2 
in the Long Beach Arena. That is, until it 
was canceled due to a neck injury suffered 
by Ortiz little more than a week before 
the match. Still, it is a measure of how big 
MMA has gotten that it has become self- 
referential, able to trade on its history, the 
Ortiz-Jackson match being as much about

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“What if?”—what if the sport’s two biggest 
names had met each other in their prime— 
as what was actually going to happen. 

What-ifs seem to permeate the sport 
these days—What if I sign with this man¬ 
agement company? What if I get my own 
clothing line? What-ifs make Oyama crazy; 
someone thinking what-if is less willing to 
accept the demands and pain of right now. 
Right now is what’s important to Oyama. 
Right now is how it all began for him. 

O yama became a trainer, in part, 

because he was bad with directions. 

As a student at Loyola Law School, 
he decided he needed something to 
relieve the relentless pressure of his stud¬ 
ies. Sports had always been important in 
his life. Growing up in Hawaii, he played 
football and wrestled at Punahou Prep 
School, an athletic powerhouse that has 
won more state championships than any 
other school in the nation and counts as 
one grad a left-handed point guard named 
Barry Obama. He came to California to 
play football at Whittier College, the alma 
mater of Richard Nixon, then went on to 
enroll at Loyola Law School. 

Keeping his body busy had always 
been important for him and his parents. 
Growing up in a rural area of Oahu’s 
North Shore, he says, “I had a few issues,” 
though he’s reticent to get much more 


before he required another. Finally, his par¬ 
ents had enough, and in their no-nonsense 
way, they informed their eldest son they 
were shipping him off to Punahou. The pri¬ 
vate prep school would prove a significant 
transition for a country kid; it was a place 
where “kids drove nicer cars than my par¬ 
ents.” Sports helped him adjust, as it would 
at Whittier. But both had been school- 
sponsored. While at Loyola, someone 
suggested he try Muay Thai, a discipline 
he was so unfamiliar with he assumed the 
words translated into “from Taiwan.” 

In fact, it’s a 500-year-old combat dis¬ 
cipline from Thailand known as the “art 
of the eight limbs” because it uses fists, 
elbows, knees, shins and feet to battle an 
opponent. He found a gym in North Hol¬ 
lywood, but he got lost in Van Nuys (who 
hasn’t?) and wandered into a Muay Thai 
gym run by Vichai Supkitpol, known as 
Kru Rex to his students. Born in Thai¬ 
land, Rex had started fighting when he 
was 14 and would eventually take part 
in more than 150 matches, winning the 
middleweight title in 1976. 

Rex started working with Oyama and 
noticed the kid was smart and picked up 
things quickly. But he also knew the kid 
lived in Huntington Beach and figured 
he’d soon tire of the commute, especially 
since he was a full-time law student. 

“But he showed up every night,” Rex says. 
“Every night, that really surprised me.” 

Because Muay Thai teaches a person to 
use so many parts of the body as weapons. 



specific. “I got myself into trouble,” he’ll 
say. “If someone runs their mouth in 
Hawaii, there’s going to be a problem. It’s 
not like here, not one of those T was just 
kidding’ situations. You run your mouth; 
you’re going to get into a fight.” 

His parents—elementary-school teacher 
Jean and engineer Richard—were not ones 
to put up with the issues or ask why. 

“My parents don’t believe in gray 
areas,” Oyama says. “What I learned as a 
kid was that life was pretty basic—black 
and white. There’s a right way and a 
wrong way, no maybes. Did you do it, 
or did you not? I don’t care about your 
mental health, your stress, all this other 
crap. Did you do this or not? My ass get¬ 
ting whipped depended on that answer. 
Nowadays, there’s always a ‘kind of.’ That 
didn’t work with my parents.” 

Oyama says the effects of his father’s 
whippings usually lasted about six months 


it leaves much of the body vulnerable to 
attack and requires an exceptional level of 
fitness to both attack and protect. Pain is an 
accepted outcome, and part of the training 
regimen is to toughen up the body through 
repeated punishment. The exposed mid¬ 
section is pounded by and slapped at with 
leather gloves designed to toughen up the 
skin. The shin bones are hardened through 
cortical remodeling, a nice way of saying 
adherents kick a heavy bag countless times 
with their shins to cause calcification. 

The pain didn’t really bother Oyama 
as much as his impatience to fight. Rex 
preached “we get tired down here [out of 
the ring], so we don’t get tired up there 
[in the ring].” Oyama just wanted to fight. 
Okay, Rex said, let’s fight. 

“We get in the ring, and I’m this guy 
who can bench almost 500 pounds, and 
this old guy is just kicking my ass,” Oyama 
recalls. “And he’s not really even trying. 
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He’s just toying with me, not even sweat¬ 
ing hard. That’s what brought me back—I 
wanted to learn.” 

What Rex taught him was that there 
were details and particulars to everything 
in life, even kicking someone’s ass. These 
details could not be ignored or skated 
around, there was no “kind of.” He taught 
him the gym was a place for attitude, but 
that attitude was not about talking trash. 

“[It is] a place of respect and disci¬ 
pline,” Rex says. “We’re here to show how 
good we are, not to kill each other.” 

He taught Oyama to think of it as a sport, 
not a fight, so there would be distance, 
emotionally. One had to be relentless, but 
always under control. An angry fighter was 
a weakened fighter because he had lost his 
most valuable weapon: his mind. 

“Angry fighters make mistakes,” Rex 
says. “You don’t get mad, and your mind 
is clear. You see things. I always tried to 
make my opponent angry. I told Colin, ‘Be 
a nice guy in the ring; always give back 
what they give you.’” 

Oyama still teaches much of what he 
learned those first few months with Rex, 
whether it was conditioning, mobility—“I 
don’t want some big steroid monkey. Rex 
taught me if you’re moving, you’re not 
getting hit. All my fighters can move”—or 
controlling one’s emotion. When he was 
on his own, he would encourage his fight¬ 
ers to smirk at their opponents to make 
their blood boil and turn off their brains. 

In his first fight, Oyama “beat up [his 
opponent] pretty good,” Rex says. 

He graduated from law school and passed 
the bar in California and Hawaii in 1996, 
but he had soured on becoming an attorney. 
“No offense,” Oyama says, “but I can’t think

of a profession where I could find a greater 
number of assholes than attorneys.” 

Rex asked if he would train an ama¬ 
teur named Rob McCullough who had a 
title fight coming up. Oyama agreed, and 
McCullough won. Oyama thought that 
began and ended his career as a trainer, 
but when he went to watch McCullough 
again, “he got his ass kicked.” McCullough 
asked Oyama to work with him again, and 
he agreed. (McCullough would go on to 
success as a professional—winning a title 
with the now-defunct World Extreme 
Cagefighting—with a style in the ring that 
included a tendency to smirk.) 

McCullough led to another fighter and 
another, until he had a stable of them, and 
then a gym. McCullough also led to Ortiz. 

“Rob brought him in,” Oyama says. 
“[Tito] was just this raw talent with no 
discipline. We worked on giving him 
structure, day after day. One thing he did 
well was listen, and he’s good at executing 
the plan, and he worked hard. Toward the 
end, he stopped throwing up so much.” 

Ortiz would flourish with Oyama. It 
was while preparing for a fight in Big 
Bear that Oyama met Jackson, who’d been 


brought up to train with Ortiz almost as 
an afterthought. One night, bored with 
nothing to do, Oyama suggested everyone 
go to the gym. While there, he noticed 
Jackson and asked his name. 

“He said, ‘They call me Rampage,”’ 
recalls Oyama with a bemused expression 
that rarely leaves him. “I said ‘Oh, okay, 
what are you rampaging against?”’ 

People, Jackson told him; people “piss 
me off.” 

Oyama brushed off the encounter as 
one of those odd meetings that happened 
late at night in gyms. That is, until he 
saw Jackson punch. “This guy couldn’t 
lift a weight to save his life, but when he 
started hitting people,” he says, “oh, my 
God, we found out what he could do.” 

Though Oyama’s pairing with Ortiz is 


notable for the success they enjoyed, his 
association with Jackson is notable for 
how opposite the two seemed. Jackson 
was every bit as brash as Oyama was 
understated. But both men say there was 
no period of adjustment. They liked each 
other from the start and found much 
common ground between them. 

“Colin is quiet around people he 
doesn’t know,” Jackson says. “But he is a 
pretty funny guy. We joke around at the 
gym a lot. So when you get to know him, 
you will find that he is a funny guy, and he 
is easy to get along with.” 

Likewise, Oyama found that beyond 
Jackson’s bluster, “he has a humble side. 
And he’s a lot of fun. We both had a sense 
of humor, and we spent a lot of time mak¬ 
ing fun of each other.” 


What followed was great success for 
both fighters, and great success brought 
with it money, and money brings, well, you 
know. Soon enough, Oyama noticed that 
less and less of what he taught was getting 
through. When Jackson was training for 
the Rua fight, he complained that his spar¬ 
ring mates were grabbing his neck because 
they were too tall. Oyama told him they 
were grabbing his neck because he was 
putting his head in the wrong position. 

“What did Rua do? Grabbed his neck 
and beat him,” Oyama says. 

More and more, it became less and less 
about fighting. There were so many other 
things that demanded Ortiz’s and Jackson’s 
time. What was more, Oyama noticed, was 
he was spending an inordinate amount

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of time training Jackson and Ortiz while 
other fighters were ignored. Having been 
brought up in the Thai fighting tradition, in 
which champions are treated no different 
than workaday fighters, Oyama began to 
chafe at the arrangement. 

“You go to Thailand, and you’ll see some 
of the greatest kickboxers in the world 
always helping out,” Oyama says. “My 
mentality is if these guys can help each 
other, why can’t you? I mean, dude, you’re 
a world champ, very nice, now go clean the 
mat because you’re the guy who dirtied it. 

I mean, if you can’t do that, that’s cool, but 
you’re probably better suited for someone 
who is going to cater to you. I think [Ortiz 
and Jackson] got so big that it bothered 
them. Tito liked being the center of atten¬ 
tion, and that’s cool, but there are other 
people who also want to get somewhere.” 

Currently, Team Oyama trains five 
professional MMA fighters including Ian 
“Uncle Creepy” McCall, the UFC’s No. 3 
ranked fiyweight—the nickname was given 
to him by a nephew and refers to McCall’s 
mustache which is equal parts handlebar, 
awesome and, yes, creepy—and heavyweight 
Shane Del Rosario who also competes in the 
UFC and holds titles in the WBC Muay Thai 
organization. There’s Carla “The Cookie 
Monster” Esparza, current Invicta straw- 
weight champ and Romie Adanza, a Muay 
Thai fighter who holds multiple titles and 
whose ability to endure punishment Oyama 
attributes to the fact he was shot in the head 
as a boy in a gang-related shooting.

Most of the fighters also teach classes at 
the gym. Muay Thai champion Ron Scoles- 
dang not only teaches, but helps with the 
daily operations of the gym as well. Team 
Oyama also trains two professional kick- 
boxers and 10 amateur aspirants. 

“Work ethic determines whether we’ll 
work with someone,” Oyama says. “If 
they’re willing to put the time in, I’m will¬ 
ing to put the time in.” 

Ortiz and Jackson soon went some¬ 
where else and seemed to have mostly 
positive things to say about their time 
with Oyama. 

“He really improved my cardio shape,” 
Ortiz says. “I learned a lot from Colin.” 

Oh, he says, he didn’t much care for it 
when he got wind that Oyama “was talk¬ 
ing about me, telling people that Rampage 
would kick my ass if we ever fought.” 

And of course, that was the draw of 
the Bellator match between Jackson and 
Ortiz—the great what-if. Oyama says 
it would have been really quite simple 
to predict what would have happened. 

If Ortiz, a grappler, got Jackson to the 
ground, he’d win. If Jackson, a striker, 
could stay upright and land punches, 

“he’d knock Tito into next year.” Would 
Oyama have been watching? Most likely. 
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he says, you know, “out of curiosity.” 

He says he may have even journeyed 
to Long Beach to see the fight in person, 
though the match he was really interested 
in was on the undercard, the one between 
Michael Chandler and Eddie Alvarez. 

“Tremendous fighters,” Oyama says. 
“Two young guys in their prime.” 

W hen he was a kid, Oyama had the 

occasion to go to work with his father. 
Richard worked with the Navy, and 
one of his duties was to work with college 
interns, many of whom fancied themselves 
as something other than engineers. 

“They’d come in with their architec¬ 
tural drawings, and he’d say straight to 
their face, ‘What, are you an artist? You 
do know that this damn thing has to stand 
up, right? This is a building you’re mak¬ 
ing. If you want to be an artist, go take a 
painting class. This thing has to stand up; 
people are going to be in this thing. If it 
falls, they’re going to die.’” 

The lesson was simple: Know who you 
are; don’t try to be something you’re not. 
Oyama wonders why that message he 
picked up so easily as a kid has been so 
hard for him to communicate to grown 
men. And yet, for many of them, it isn’t 
enough to be a fighter; they—or their agent 
or their girlfriend—want to be a brand. It 
wasn’t long ago that one of his fighters told 
him he wanted to be the next Kelly Slater. 
That’s nice, Oyama told him, but you do 
know Kelly Slater is a surfer, right? 

Oyama gets a bad feeling when he 
hears things like that, gets an awful 
twinge that MMA could be going the way 
of boxing, that things have gotten “convo¬ 
luted.” To that end, he says, he is going to 
take some time at the end of the year to 
get away and have himself a good think. 
To reassess not so much how he does 
things, but who he does them with. 

“I’ve talked it over with some of my 
assistants,” he says. “I told them I wanted 
us to stop trying to fix these people. If they 
have it, let’s work with them. But if you 
have to fix people, it just kills it for every¬ 
one else. It was getting like an orphanage 
around here, like the Oakland Raiders. But 
we realized that doesn’t solve anything.” 

Not that there aren’t fighters who 
make it worth coming to work every day. 
After all, there is Richard Alarcon. Oh, to 
have 10 Richard Alarcons, Oyama says. 

An amateur from Lakewood, Alarcon is 
everything that Oyama wants a fighter 
to be—namely, a fighter. Completely and 
totally dedicated to his craft while com¬ 
pletely being true to his responsibilities. 

He is positively glowing as he recounts 
Alarcon’s daily routine: “This kid works 
all day as a fence contractor,” Oyama says. 
“He builds fences all day, carries stuff, 
builds stuff. Then he comes in here, trains 
for three hours, goes home, eats dinner, 
goes to the 24 Hour Fitness to lift some 
weights, goes home, goes to sleep, wakes 
up and does it all over again.” 

Oyama is somewhere between giddy 
and reverent when he relays the story of 
how Alarcon went to a job one Saturday 
morning, excused himself, drove down 
to San Diego to weigh in for a fight that 
night, drove back to Orange County to 
work the job and drove back to San Diego 
to fight. And win. 

“I love that guy,” Oyama says. “When 
it matters, he’s going to find a way to get 
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it done. He’s not gonna come up with 
some bullshit excuse about what hap¬ 
pened. The guy is money. If he loses, it’ll 
be because he got stopped, not because of 
unnecessary drama.” 

Alarcon, 22, doesn’t talk about branding 
and doesn’t take meetings. He had wres¬ 
tled at the Citadel and had been looking 
for a gym for some time when everything 
“just clicked” with Oyama. He likes that 
Oyama is “all about discipline,” likes that 
if you’re not training hard, “he’ll let you 
know about it,” likes Oyama’s calm and 
emphasis on working hard. 

“If you put in the work with him, by the 
time the fight comes around, you’re very 
confident,” Alarcon says. “The workout is the 
hardest part—usually a lot harder than the 
fights themselves.” 

Oh, Oyama repeats, what he could do 
with an army of Alarcons! As thrilling as it 
seems, he knows 
it’s a pipe dream, 
a fantasy that 
experience tells 
him will never 
happen. Experi¬ 
ence—and his 
eyes—tell him 
what will, and it 
scares the hell out 
of him: parents. 

As MMA con¬ 
tinues to find not 
only an increas¬ 
ingly mainstream 
audience, but also 
mainstream prac¬ 
titioners, Oyama 
has noticed more 
and more kids 
showing up in the 
gym. Why they 
come may have 
something to do 
with parents who 
are concerned 
about the effects 
of football on 
the brain. Then 
again, it may 
have to do with 
MMA highlights 
showing up on 
SportsCenter and 
all that money 
folks keep talking 
about. Whatever, 
the advent of kid 
MMA fighters fig¬ 
ures to have long- 
reaching effects. 

Consider that nearly all MMA fighters 
begin their combat career as the adherent 
of a single discipline: wrestling, Brazil¬ 
ian Jiu-Jitsu, Muay Thai, etc. When they 
make the decision to try MMA, they must 
learn other disciplines, which requires 
enormous amounts of time and accounts 
for the fact it’s not unusual to find many 
MMA champs in their 30s. But think if a 
kid begins learning all MMA disciplines 
at the age when they would usually 
begin Little League, say 8 or 9; within the 
decade, Oyama says, we will start seeing 
champions in their early 20s. 

Exciting. 

Then again: MMA parents. 

“Kinda makes you cringe,” Oyama says. 

He’ll probably think about that one, 
come the end of the year. There’s a lot to 


think about. Where is all of this going, and 
does he want to go along? 

There are so many good things about 
the fight game. The discipline and sacri¬ 
fice, the pure simple truth of it all. Then 
again, there’s so much that has showed 
up to spoil that. Money and agents and 
branding and clothing lines. 

When he worked with Rex, he sparred 
in a ring half the size of a normal one. That 
was no accident: With nowhere to run, Rex’s 
students were going to learn how to fight. 

“That was his mentality: ‘You’re here 
to learn how to do this,”’ Oyama says. 

“The greatest things I learned from him 
weren’t the skills—you can learn skills any 
place—it was thinking. He instilled a way 
of thinking in me that was instrumental. 
The No. 1 thing that helped me succeed 
was the way he taught me how to think 
about fighting people, how to execute 

strategies. You 
know, this guy 
is built a certain 
way, and he’s 
significantly 
better than me, 
but I can beat 
him. By doing 
certain things, 

I can lure him 
into a certain 
kind of fighting 
that favors me.” 

He’ll have 
to find that for 
himself, for his 
career. His gym 
is starting to 
feel a lot like 
Rex’s half-sized 
ring: The world 
outside keeps 
pushing its way 
in, taking up all 
the space with 
its money and 
what-ifs and 
excuses, crowd¬ 
ing it with folks 
who are not 
fighters but like 
calling them¬ 
selves such, like 
what fighting 
can provide 
for them while 
giving precious 
back. In little 
more than 15 
years, his world 
has gone from 
something that felt separate and pure to 
something that could be losing its way. 

He’ll think about that, too. About engi¬ 
neers who fancy themselves architects and 
fighters who think they’re above fighting. In 
every career, he says, you’re going to run into 
those who should beat you, but somehow, 
you have to find a way to overcome them. 
Rex always said there was a way. Maybe that 
way is Richard Alarcon, and maybe it’s some 
10-year-old who will show up at the g 5 mi 
tomorrow. Regardless, what Oyama is liable 
to find when he takes time for himself—per¬ 
haps back home in Hawaii—is that the way 
will be how he has always found it: clearly 
marked, black and white, unequivocal, indis¬ 
putable, and unapologetic. 

Dude, shut up and fight.

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Eat Meat 


All you need to stuff yourself silly at All That Barbecue in irvine is $20

I t has been two days since you digested 
the equivalent of three meals’ worth of 
meat in one sitting at All That Barbecue 
in Irvine. It took several showers to get the 
Korean-barbecue smell completely out of 
your hair. But now you miss that you can’t 
run your fingers through your scalp to get 
one last whiff of that meal—one that gave 
you a primal sense of satisfaction no other 
in recent memory has. Nothing, not even 
Brazilian churrasco or a carne asada Sun¬ 
day, matches the thrill of plucking a still- 
rippling piece of Korean-barbecue meat 
from the hot grates, popping it directly in 
your mouth and feeling the surge of melted 
fat gushing from its pores as you bite. Every 
morsel is a head rush, tapping a hidden 
pleasure center in your brain and reaffirm¬ 
ing why you’re a carnivore. 

The last time you ate this much and this 
well you were at Gen Korean Barbecue in 
Tustin. You recall paying the familiar $20 
entree fee there and eating yourself to a 
beef-addled stupor, as you did here. All 
That Barbecue is not unlike Gen and other 
new-age all-you-can-eat Korean barbecues 
like it. All charge an agreeable price for 
meals of this magnitude and scope. All That 
Barbecue attracts the same kind of crowd as 
those others—people of a certain age who 
can eat their money’s worth in red meat 
without worrying when the Lipitor will 
kick in. 

But All That Barbecue has a quirki¬ 
ness all its own. It names its dishes with 
pun-filled phrases such as “Don’t Rib Me 
Off.” And it pre-cooks some of its proteins 
before your tabletop grill has had a chance 
to reach searing temperature. The flap-tail 


steak, for instance, is grilled to a rare cen¬ 
ter, then served in slices for you to finish 
cooking to your level of desired doneness. 
Also pre-cooked are the boneless beef 
ribs, the meat rolled up like a tube sock 
and served on a pie tin. You then unfurl it 
on the grill top, letting the heat penetrate 
the thick length of cow and slowly roast it 
to brownness before you snip it into bite- 
sized pieces with shears. 

Yet another All That Barbecue oddity: a 
ground-beef patty with pieces of chewy rice 
cake embedded in it. The menu describes 
the dish as a “Rice Hot Dog,” but it’s so 
obviously a burger you wish it came with a 
bun and a slice of cheese. And then there’s 
the pig steak called a “Rolling Neck,” which 
turns out to be a marinated pork-loin 
chop so thick you’re better off breaking it 
down to stamp-sized pieces than waiting 
the half-hour it’ll need to fully cook. Baby 
octopus—meant to be slowly simmered 
in an aluminum foil-molded bowl of its 
own sauce—also does better being directly 
exposed to the fire. Plus, it’s fun to watch 
the tentacles contract in the heat, dancing 
as if it were alive. 

But it’s the classics you covet. There are 
those thin sheets of pork so well-marinated 
and mired in gochujang it’s simultaneously 
too sweet and too spicy to eat without 
rice. There are slabs of chicken thighs 
coated in the same sauce, a sesame- and 
soy-perfumed bulgogi with onions, whole 
blocks of pork belly, and unshelled shrimp 
you need to roast until their antennas char 
and their innards percolate into a sort of 
sauce. The restaurant’s most popular item 
and the thing you order plateful after plate¬ 


ful is the “Skinny Dipping Cow,” which is 
actually chadol, whisper-thin shavings of 
brisket that turn opaque on contact with 
the steel. Even better: the so-called “Karubi 
In Tokyo,” fat-rimmed ribbons of belly meat 
that are bacon doppelgangers until you 
realize it’s beef, not pork. Like magic, they 
reduce to half their original size in the heat, 
self-basting with grease, and when you eat 
one, you attain beefy enlightenment. 

It’s about here you realize how the rudi¬ 
mentary panchan side dishes of potato 
salad, chap chae, kimchi, pickled rad¬ 
ish, even the usually compelling dduk bo 
sam—those rice-noodle squares meant to be 
wrapped around the cooked meat as though 
a taco—start fading into the background. 
Even the other main-course offerings of 
fried rice, the delicate steamed egg and 
the tofu soup become unwanted chatter. 
Your frequency is tuned to the sound, smell 
and sight of the pieces of beef currently 
sputtering on your grill. You breathe in its 
intoxicating vapors. Your only thought: 
What shall I dip it in when it’s ready? The 
salt-and-pepper mix, the chile paste or the 
garlic-festooned soy sauce? And when you 
waddle out with a distended tummy and 
your skin sticky with a millimeter of grill 
grease as though it were spray-tanned, you 
set aside another $20 for your return. But 
first, a shower.

R emember Earl's Home Cooking in 
Orange? God, how I miss that place. 
The room in which you could legally 
smoke, a pleasure indulged in mostly by 
coffin dodgers one heart attack from the 
Pearly Gates. It proudly proclaimed to be 
open 25 hours a day, and even the salads 
came with a side of grease on top of the 
grease. Earl's closed years ago, but I 
always remember it whenever I'm driving 
up Tustin Avenue, the Champs-Bysees for 
working-class American breakfast diners 
in OC. Between Arthur's, Johnnies Jr., 
Flappy Jacks, Polly's Pies and the usual 
chains, hash browns here are a sacra¬ 
ment, the pancakes outnumber the tacos 
and the wealthy of the hill communities to 
the east come down to mix it up with the 
common folks over a cuppa joe. 

Each breakfast joint has its pluses, but I 
usually find myself at Orange Cafe, and not 
just because the portions can feed a high- 
school football team. It's no-frills down to 
the dining counter, the single line of vintage 
license plates on two walls that passes as 
decor, and the owner, who'll plop out The 
Orange County Registerto read during 
down times (you want old-school? That's 
anyone who still reads that fish wrap). The 
menu is just a couple of pages, all featur¬ 
ing the tried-and-true: pancakes, omelets, 
ham, sausage—but no waffles, bizarrely 
enough. Lunchtime brings burgers and 
sandwiches; there is no dinner. Yet in this 
decidedly prole environment, the chefs do 
take stabs at creativity. Fluffy pancakes 
come stuffed with strawberries and vanilla 
cream. The Denver potato pancakes are 
a Rocky Mountains of latkes, ham, sour 
cream and bell peppers; slit your over-easy 
eggs over them, and the umami factor 
explodes to a trillion. 

Orange Cafe's greatest accomplishment, 
though, is its eggs Benedict, that most 
hoity-toity of egg breakfast dishes. The 
regular one is fine; better is the country 
version, smothered in unctuous gravy and 
served atop biscuits and a ham hock so 
massive you can fling it as though it were 
a Frisbee. Special versions will appear 
from time to time—chili Benedict, a crab 
cake variety, even a chorizo one for the 
many Mexis who swing by. Is this Break of 
Dawn? No. But sometimes, DC's stomach 
yearns for the specials of yore, wants toast 
with a side of Greatest Generation eaters. 
And until Earl's returns (there are rumors of 
such a glorious development). Orange Cafe 
is the place to visit—even if ol' Earl's brings 
back its nicotine-stained beauty.

Studied Under Tadashi! 

David Paul Fuhe of Splashes 


hile waiting for our interview 
to begin inside Splashes, we 
received a call from Surf and 
Sand’s public-relations group. David Paul 
Fune had been in a motorcycle accident 
on his way to work. Despite the intensity 
of the accident when he later recounted it 
to us, thankfully, the chef was faring well. 
We began our questionnaire breathing a 
sigh of relief, reminding ourselves to live 
each day with no regrets. You never know 
what will happen next. 

OC WEEKLY: FTow do you define ^^Califor¬ 
nia coastal cuisine''? 

DAVID PAUL FUNE: One word: lifestyle. 
I’ve spent countless days, afternoons, 
mornings and evenings at the beach. 
When you spend a lot of time there, fresh¬ 
ness is always on your palate. Nothing too 
heavy, nothing that takes all day to pre¬ 
pare. Mostly fresh, textured, juiced, even 
raw cuisine. Not to say it isn’t progressive, 
assertive, textured or rich with flavors, 
but it very much matches a lighter, out- 
doorsy-like culture with boldness. 
Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

California coastal cuisine. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Cauliflower. It can be pickled, smoked, 
ground, shaved, raw, pureed, sous vide, 
seared, fried, charred, turned into a soup 
or dust, etc. The list goes on and on. I’m 
really into it right now, and it’s extremely 
approachable. 

Elaborate on learning under chef Tadashi 
Ono's culinary discipline. 

Getting yelled at for a minor mistake and 
not getting an explanation of why that 
may have been wrong. Having my entire 
cutting board of prep emptied into the 
garbage can and being told to start over, 
but with no product left in the walk-in 
to fabricate more and no suggestions or 
direction of where to begin readying the 
menu to endure a substitution for that 
service. He would tap my hands with hot 
spoons to correct me and give me lists of 
ingredients to prep with extremely tight 
deadlines. You know, all good things any 
striving cook would want to endure to 
learn discipline and mental organization. 

I think he spoke five sentences to me in 
the kitchen the entire time I apprenticed 
for him, but what a blessing he was for 
my career! 

What are your favorites on the menu? 

Ahi tartar, which I usually lack enthusi¬ 
asm to create, but I developed something 
very special with this balance of flavor 
profiles and textures. That’s why I love it. 
Scallops because they are everything they 
are expected to be from the season and 
much more. And the lamb sirloin with 
vadouvan, caramelized feta and cauli¬ 
flower cous cous is very special to me. 

Did you learn anything from cooking in a 
casino setting? 

I pushed myself in every way as a profes-

sional chef opening two major casinos in 
the “freshman” era of my career. I learned 
to be a complete chef and to manage with 
graciousness and humility. 

What is your beverage of choice? 

An old fashioned and any muddled 
ginger-rye whiskey or gin cocktail or any 
variation of—usually from Broadway or 
370 Common. When I go out for those 
food-industry nights of drinking to end 
a long week, it’s straight Jameson at the 
“dirty bird.” 

Your best recent food find: 

Flavored and local olive oils from Tem¬ 
ecula Olive Oil Co. If you love olive oil, 
you’ll find great reward in their products. 

I also enjoy a morning pastry and coffee 
at Zinc Cafe in Laguna Beach. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Use shallots in ever 5 l;hing. Learn to 
appreciate acid notes in your dishes. 

Don’t be afraid to cook things for a long 
time to develop flavors. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 
Ink, Bazaar, Alain Ducasse Mix and Joel 
Robuchon’s L’Atelier in Las Vegas, AOC, 
Grill ’Em All, Break of Dawn. 

Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?):

House Special Squid 
at Royal Capital 
Seafood Restaurant 


ecently, a friend—who goes by the 
luchador-like name “El Buche” (the 
Stomach) for his never-ending appe¬ 
tite-told us about the House Special Squid 
with butter sauce at Royal Capital Seafood 
Restaurant in Westminster. Another Week- 
ling has already pined over the Thai-style 
scallops from the fresh fish menu, but El 
Buche was right, and now we’re hooked on 
another of its fantastic seafood dishes. 

This Chinese spot on the edge of Little 
Saigon is legendary for its 200-plus-item 
menu, but only few are called a “House 
Special.” Though you can order the dish 
with shrimp or lobster (fresh from the 
tanks in the dining room and by the pound, 
if you wish), we’re digging the squid 
because we’re fans of great calamari. And 
for only $7—including hot-and-sour soup 
and rice, plus tapioca for dessert—it’s quite 
the bargain. But get it for lunch, as the price 
doubles at dinner and does not come with 
soup. You’ll hardly find a wimpy calamari 
ring in sight; instead, behold 15 large strips 
and chunks of thick, chewy flesh encased 
in a golden, crunchy batter speckled with 
enough black pepper to assertively season 
the mellow squid. A sweet, buttery glaze 
and salty splashes of soy sauce baptize the 
mound. Plenty of garlic and scallions add 
fi:-eshness, while fat slices of stir-fried jala- 
penos are cooked just enough so the heat

opens up and lingers on your tongue after 
each bite. 

Paired with a few scoops of rice and a 
spoonful of their table satay sauce—an oily 
mix teeming with chile flakes that comes 
off like the devilish cousin of Carlos Sal- 
gado’s jet-black salsa de aceite—this is an 
addictive plate we’ve devoured too many 
times in the past couple weeks.

Smithwick’s Ale 

CfiD eer is just a beer, but Guinness is a 
D steak." Those words, blurted by a 
college-age chav from a blubbering-drunk 
party riding in the car behind ours on the 
last outbound train from London one night 
four years ago, have stuck with my family to 
this day. We'll repeat it to one another like 
the most sage line in Roget's. Couldn't agree 
more with the Grand Duke of Pissed, 
but he should have added that 
if you crave the Kobe beef of 
Guinness, you really must go 
straight to the source in Dublin. 

But what if you don't want 
a steak? What if you (and your 
arteries and your bowels) have 
had it with porterhouses night 
after night? For me, two Guinness 
stouts in one sitting is my max 
(and if they're chasing Jame¬ 
son shots, look out!). My go-to 
when I'm in the mood for Irish is a 
Smithwick's (pronounced smitticks) 
ale, which began being brewed in 
Kilkenny's St. Francis Abbey Brewery 
in 1710, making it Ireland's oldest 
operating brewery. The traditional 



red ale was quickly followed by a pale ale—in 
2011. Don't cry for Guinness if you order either; 
Smithwick's has been part of that former 
competitor's fold since 1965, and both were 
eventually swallowed up by London-based 
liquor giant Diageo, founded in 1997. 

THE DRINK 

Smithwick's has that bold, malty, coffee jolt 
you associate more strongly with Guinness, 
but then it quickly settles into more complex 
flavors in the middle before gently trailing off 
into the kind of refreshing finish a domestic 
lager provides on a hot summer 
day. It's like the best of all beer 

J worlds in a pint, and you can 
down more than two without 
feeling as if you've torn 
through twin T-bones. 

Whether in a bottle pur¬ 
chased at Hi-Time in Costa 
Mesa or on draft at that town's 
Durty Nelly's (within stumbling 
distance of l/l/ee/r/)/Headquar¬ 
ters), it's always delivered for 
me like a gabby mick cabbie.

AIDS comes to Texas—and Matthew McConaughey—in 

Dallas Buyers Club

eight-loss and weight-gain 
performances are tricky things. 
Robert De Niro’s heavily man¬ 
nered turn in Raging Bull just has to be 
great—he gained 60 pounds for it, didn’t 
he? For his role in The Machinist, Chris¬ 
tian Bale dropped to a sub-skeletal 122 
pounds—he looked like a walking, talking 
Shroud of Turin. But the memory of his 
gaunt frame looms larger than any of the 
subtle shifts of expression or nuances of 
vocal tone he might have used to shape 
the performance. The body, skinny or fat, 
is one of an actor’s essential tools; it can 
also be a greedy scene-stealer. 

Matthew McConaughey lost 40 pounds 
to play AIDS victim, entrepreneur and 
ad-hoc activist Ron Woodruff in Dallas 
Buyers Club. His figure is so attenuated 
you can almost hear his bones cracking 
as he walks; his gait is that of a slow- 
motion alien, his neck one long stretch 
of tendons a la E.T. But there’s never a 
moment when you don’t see the whole 
person. McConaughey’s Woodruff is a 
fully rounded “y’all go fuck yourselves” 
folk hero, and the space he takes up in the 
world is anything but the negative kind. 


Woodruff was a real person, an elec¬ 
trician from Dallas who was diagnosed 
with HIV in 1985—he’d contracted the 
virus from a forgotten heterosexual 
encounter—and given 30 days to live. 
Dallas Buyers Club, directed by Jean- 
Marc Vallee, shows how Woodruff 
fought the illness: Unable to partake in 
a clinical trial of the then-experimental 
AZT, he began obtaining the drug 
through back channels. Eventually, 
he began importing other drugs from 
Mexico and elsewhere, selling them at a 
profit to those in need, as well as using 
them to keep himself alive. Previously, 
Woodruff had seen AIDS as “the gay dis¬ 
ease.” But the more he learned about the 
virus and its possible treatments—and 
the harder he worked to wriggle around 
EDA regulations—the more he came to 
care about his fellow sufferers. 

What’s remarkable about Dallas Buy¬ 
ers Club is its lack of sentimentality. 

The movie, as is its star, is all angles and 
elbows, earning its emotion through sheer 
pragmatism. Woodruff, a man with a job to 
do, enlists help from a number of acquain¬ 
tances, usually by first taking advantage 


of them. They include his physician. Eve 
Saks (Jennifer Garner), who’s dismayed 
when she learns Woodruff is breaking the 
rules, but who later shifts to his side, and a 
fellow AIDS patient named Rayon (Jared 
Leto), a transsexual who, in a marvelous 
scene, manages to both charm and chal¬ 
lenge the (at first) aggressively homopho¬ 
bic Woodruff. She beats the crap out of 
him in a card game played on his hospital 
bed; he refers to her as “Miss Man,” an 
endearment wrapped around a jibe. They 
begin a business partnership that evolves 
into a friendship, bickering like the Honey- 
mooners all the way. 

Vallee, whose previous credits include 
the melodrama Cafe de Flore and the 
historical romance The Young Victoria, 
keeps a tight hold on the movie’s tone. 
Sometimes the picture works as a proce¬ 
dural: It’s fun, in a vicarious way, to watch 
Woodruff outwit the authorities, at one 
point disguised as a comically convincing 
priest. Woodruff’s methodology is heav¬ 
ily dependent on his scrawny-cowboy 
swagger, his manner of dealing both with 
the people who stand in his way and 
with those he counts among his friends. 
McConaughey and Leto are wonderful in 
their scenes together: Leto’s Rayon, with 
her fiuttery voice and even more fiuttery 
hands, makes a better Blanche DuBois 
stand-in than Cate Blanchett did in Blue 
Jasmine. Her vulnerability isn’t just emo¬ 
tional and existential; it’s physical. When 
she wraps her dressing gown tight around 
her failing body, it’s as if she’s protecting 


all the womanly curves she knows she 
doesn’t have. 

Woodruff is a great foil for her, and 
though the two do more fighting than 
platonic cooing, the bond between them 
is clear. Woodruff, in the days before he 
got sick, was a hard-drinking, girl-chasing 
bull rider. But with Rayon, he’s always a 
gent—his consideration for her is almost 
courtly. McConaughey can pull off that 
sort of thing: One minute he’s a cocky 
Marlboro Man; the next, the stuttering 
cowpoke who shows up, hat in hand, at 
your weathered screen door for a first 
date. The real Woodruff outlived that 
30-day death sentence by some seven 
years. (He died in 1992.) Late in the 
movie, Dallas Buyers Club’s Woodruff, 
after his body has been battered but not 
defeated, clambers carefully onto the 
back of a bull that’s eager to leap out 
of the gate. We can see McConaughey 
concentrating on this task as intently as 
Woodruff would have: Who could risk a 
broken bone, or even a bruise? But Wood¬ 
ruff manages to stay on the back of that 
crazy-mad, snorting bull. To this mighty 
horned beast, he’s probably as light as a 
gnat—and just as annoying. Sometimes, 
that’s how you get the job done. 


DALLAS BUYERS CLUB

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THE COUNSELOR The Counselor is the 
cumbersome end product of a high- 
minded writer trying to slum and a slick 
director aiming for cosmic depth. In his 
first original screenplay written directly 
for the screen, novelist Cormac McCarthy 
takes a holiday from the apocalyptic 
portentousness of his No Country for 
Old Men and The Road adaptations, 
instead giving us a wet-lipped drug dealer 
(Javier Bardem) with hedgehog hair and 
a pastel-hued, cactus-laden mansion; a 
pair of deadly cheetahs; and a constrict¬ 
ing weapon that slowly severs heads. 
What hasn't been lost is McCarthy's 
wordy speechifying, which undoubtedly 
aroused director Ridley Scott. The look 
of The Counselor is smeary and smoggy, 
as if shot during one long, hot, dirty 
Los Angeles morning. Yet amid Scott's 
chronic fetishizing of various macho odd 


jobs, from alloying liquid metals to remov¬ 
ing bullets, are long-winded monologues 
about the inherent evil in all of us. It's a 
bit like attending Sunday school in a bor¬ 
dello. Aside from its enjoyably bleak end¬ 
ing, The Counselor generates few thrills, 
mainly because its pawn—a corrupt law¬ 
yer undone by a botched Mexican drug 
deal—is played by Michael Fassbender, 
a steely, intimidating figure who looks 
merely sulky when he's supposed to 
be in peril, (iameron Diaz, as Bardem's 
two-faced wife, trips over her character's 
Barbadian accent, and over impossible 
lines like "it's our faintness of heart that 
drives us to the edge of ruin." But she still 
proves irresistible; her angular cheek¬ 
bones and feline pout resemble Sophia 
Loren's, and her spry, gymnastic perfor¬ 
mance—in one sequence, she straddles 
a whole windshield—is the brightest spot 
in this joylessly seedy enterprise. (R) Sam 
Weisberg.

FREE BIRDS Free Birds, an animated 
wingding from director Jimmy Hayward 
(Horton Hears a Who!}, offers a vision 
of a kinder, gentler Thanksgiving. Reggie 
(voiced by Owen Wilson) is a young 
turkey with a higher-than-average IQ, 
which means he knows his days are 
numbered. But Reggie sees a way out 
when the President comes through town 
to pardon one lucky turkey. (As voiced by 
Hayward, he's a Bill Clinton sound-alike 
with a cheerful corndog drawl.) Reggie 
is lucky enough to be the chosen bird, 
and he's whisked off to Camp David, 
where he's introduced to the pleasures 
of TV and pizza delivery. No turkey ever 
had it so good. But fate intervenes in the 
form of a bigger, more ambitious turkey 
named Jake (Woody Harrelson), who 
urges the reluctant Reggie to travel back 
in time and alter mankind's holiday-eating 
habits. Via a giant talking space egg 
named S.T.E.V.E. (that stands for Space 
Time Exploration Vehicle Envoy, and its 
voice belongs to George Take!), they whiz 
back to Plymouth circa 1621, where they 
try to destroy the gunpowder stash of 
Myles Standish (Colm Meaney)to keep 


turkeykind safe from his muskets. Their 
plan goes awry, and they're saved by a 
plucky girl-turkey named Jenny (Amy 
Poehler). She serves as Reggie's love 
interest, though she's also destined for 
great things within her own turkey tribe. 
Free Birds is so unhinged that it could 
almost work. It doesn't, at least not after 
Reggie leaves the comfort of Camp David 
behind. Like so many animated features 
these days. Free Birds tries to pack too 
much in; the picture feels cramped and 
cluttered, and, despite its occasionally 
manic action, it moves as slowly as a 
fattened bird waddling toward its doom.

CAPTAIN PHILLIPS Tom Hanks has built a 
career out of playing aggressively noble 
roles, so it's only natural to want to see 
him taken down a peg. But it's no fun to 
watch him suffer at the hands of Somali 
pirates in Paul Greengrass' true-life 
adventure Captain Phillips, adapted from 
Richard Phillips' memoir. Still, Hanks can 
be a marvelous performer, and here he 
lets out one hell of a quiet roar. Hanks 
plays the commander of the Maersk 
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Alabama, a U.S. cargo ship en route to 
Kenya beset by Somali pirates. After try¬ 
ing to negotiate with these aggressive, 
trigger-happy extortionists, he somehow 
persuades them to release the ship and 
its crew in exchange for the wad of cash 
stashed in the ship's safe. The solution, 
of course, isn't as simple as that, and 
the ordeal that unfolds over the next five 
days involves further fruitless negotiation, 
countless bumps and bruises, and, ulti¬ 
mately, bloodshed of the sort Robert Louis 
Stevenson never imagined. Especially 
for a modern adventure movie. Captain 
Phillips is spectacularly well-made: 
Greengrass has given us serious-minded 
pictures (Bloody Sunday, United 93} 
and entertainments that skitter and 
scamper across rooftops and continents 
(The Bourne Supremacy, The Bourne 
Ultimatum}, and he's adept at keeping 
things moving without gumming up the 
works. Greengrass attempts to humanize 
the pirates, and his actors—particularly 
Barkhad Abdi as the leader. Muse, and 
Barkhad Abdirahman as addled teenager 
Bilal—are superb. But Captain Phillips 
gets dangerously close to making a 
"these people just can't help themselves" 
defense, which is a particularly subtle, 
if unintentional, kind of racism. {PG-13) 
Stephanie Zacharek.

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Wendy MacLeod’s Sin 

Or how to wreck a completely perfect first act

T he sin in Wendy MacLeod’s 1994 

play Sin isn’t the varying degrees of 
cardinal ones (gluttony lust, vanity, 
etc.) committed by her eight characters. It’s 
an unfortunate, dreadful second act that, in 
playwriting terms, approaches mortal-sin 
status. It’s a shame because the first act, 
graced by fine performances and sparkling 
direction from Amy Louise Sebe- 
lius at the Garage Theatre, leaves 
the viewer with an expectation 
that there is much more to the 
play. But somewhere across 
her dramaturgical River Styx, 

MacLeod’s Charon apparently 
pounded a bottle of moonshine 
and tipped overboard, leaving 
her boat to flounder in the dark¬ 
ness of unfulfilled potential. 

As a kind of late-20th-century 
morality play (the kind of theat¬ 
rical fare Neil Simon would have 
written in those glorious years 
between the Black Death and 
the Renaissance), our Everyman 
is a Not-So-Much Everywoman, 

Avery (Christine Cummings), an 
Ivy League-educated commu¬ 
nications major who, some 10 
years after graduating, is unful¬ 
filled, to say the least. 

Avery is a radio traffic 
reporter whose helicopter 
perch provides the spatial dis¬ 
tance her psyche apparently 
needs from the people closest to 
her. She is saddled with a rela¬ 
tively menial job, a ridiculously 
power-hungry boss, an alcoholic 
husband, a junk food-devouring 
best friend and an outlook on 
life that, while painfully honest, 
is also painful to hear. 

Oh, and her brother is ter¬ 
minally ill, and she happens to 
live in San Francisco in October 
1989. It’s a city wracked by the 
walking plague of AIDS, which 
is decimating neighborhoods 
such as the Castro, where her 
brother lives, and also happens 
to uneasily rest on a fault line 
experiencing frequent tremors. 

And anyone who knows their California 
earthquake—or World Series—history 
knows what happened in October 1989. 

It’s not that Avery has given up on 
life. Though separated from him, she 
still adores her husband, but she can no 
longer abide his drinking. She still wants 
to move up in her career, which makes 
her put up with things that she feels are 
beneath her. And she’s even dipping her 
paws into the dating scene, with predict¬ 
ably disastrous results. 

It’s not until the first act’s final moments, 
which end a rather daunting day for her, 
that the play really kicks off Or, at least, it 


should kick off While the second act is set 
up to track Avery’s desperate journey to 
get home after a dual shot of personal and 
public trauma, it’s constantly derailed by 
digressions and emotional ketchup bursts 
that turn this ersatz version of A Pilgrim's 
Progress (ostensibly stalwart mortal citizen 
continually tempted by sin) into a realllllly 


long sob-fest of Stella trying very, very hard 
to get her groove back. 

The second act lasts a little more than 
an hour, but it feels twice that long. Again, 
that’s a shame because the actors, though 
rarely on the same tonal page, mostly do 
a terrific job. Cummings is a powerful 
Avery, multifaceted and even sympathetic 
at times, which is astounding because 
there’s very little to like about the char¬ 
acter. She is acerbic and judgmental, rip¬ 
ping into everyone from her mortally sick 
brother to her best friend about their sex¬ 
ual and eating habits. Yet Cummings skill¬ 
fully finds moments to reveal the chinks 


in Avery’s armor, allowing the audience to 
see a person who seems absolutely aware 
of who she is, but who really doesn’t like 
living in her skin. 

Her supporting cast ranges from the 
gleefully over-the-top Jason Rogel as her 
harried co-worker Fred, who embodies 
envy; a monotone but very funny Clayton 
Steacker, as her blind 
date, who is consumed 
by greed; Matthew 
Anderson, as her dash¬ 
ing drunkard husband, 
Michael (sloth); her 
unapologetically glut¬ 
tonous best friend, 
Helen (Kaliko Kauahi); 
the lustful poet, Joe 
Howells, whose 
attempted wooing of 
Avery in the second 
act is merely one of 
the side-roads the play 
meanders down in the 
service of something 
other than story and 
plot; her ridiculously 
angry boss, Jason (Matt 
Stevens); and Gerard, 
her impossibly proud 
brother (a terrific Ian 
Jensen). While each of 
the actors contributes a 
solid performance, they 
each spin in a separate 
orbit, creating a tonal 
problem for the pro¬ 
duction, considering 
they circle Avery, who 
is so cold. 

But the real issue here 
is the play’s bottom¬ 
less pit of a second act, 
which makes it impos¬ 
sible to get a good read 
on just what MacLeod 
wants to say. Sometimes 
crisis is what wakes us 
up to our humanity? 

Stop living with a stick 
up your ass and live a 
little? Eat more choco¬ 
late? Who knows? 
Writing a play that makes the audience 
think is hardly a sin—as long as something 
seems to simmer beneath the surface. But 
in a play such as Sin, which robs its own 
narrative of urgency and empathy through 
shoehorning two years of therapy ses¬ 
sions into two-plus hours, it’s not that the 
viewer has to think about what’s going on; 
it’s that the viewer just doesn’t give a fuck.

4. THE BEATLES, 1

Living the Nightmare 

Rob Zombie put a scary amount of work into his latest Halloween attraction

it I ust keep repeating, ‘It’s not real; 

I it’s not real,”’ Rob Zombie says 
when I tell him I’m too scared to 
go into the Great American Nightmare. 
“But some of it might be, so be careful.” 

He knows what he’s talking about. 
Zombie is indisputably the cross-genre 
king of horror. After making his name 
as the front man for shock-rock outfit 
White Zombie, he turned to directing 
(remember that Halloween remake?), 
writing books, even acting. All the while, 
he never stopped recording music and 
touring. If you had any doubts about the 
strength of Zombie’s macabre empire, 
all you have to do is check out the Great 
American Nightmare. 

The 15-date Halloween extravaganza, 
which runs through Nov. 2, is the one 
event that epitomizes what he’s all about. 
He transformed the Pomona Fairplex into 
a creepy carnival, with a 45,000-square- 
foot maze that houses three attractions 
(all based on Zombie’s movies). Musical 
acts that fit the theme of macabre may¬ 
hem (such as Andrew W.K. and the Van¬ 
dals) are playing each night. 

Now, anyone can say they like horror, 
put on makeup and creep the fuck out of 
their audiences onstage, but we all know 
what Insane Clown Posse looks like when 
they’re chilling at home, watching TV. 

Not so with Zombie, who has been, to 
date, the only person capable of making 
blood, gore, heavy metal and chainsaws 
sexy—as well as bawdy. 

In a way, the event harkens back to 
Zombie’s childhood. His mother’s family 


had a carnival, so he grew up in one, play¬ 
ing in haunted houses, working the rides. 
“When I’m looking at the concession 
stands for the popcorn and all the other 
things right now, it’s a very natural fit,” he 
says. “I’ve been around this stuff since I 
was in kindergarten.” 

Strip him of his creepy makeup and 
dreadlocks, however, and you’ll get quite 
a reveal: He’s hugely successful because 
he works incredibly hard. “These days, 
it seems like I sleep just three hours a 
night,” Zombie says. On the day we spoke, 
he was at the Great American Nightmare 
until 3:30 a.m., got up at 6:30 a.m. to start 
doing press, stayed at the event late, then 
went to the editing room to finish The 
Zombie Horror Picture Show, his first full- 
length concert film. “I’ll be editing till I 
pass out,” he says, “and then wake up and 
do it all again tomorrow.” 

He’s also a very savvy businessman. 
Listen to him talk about the Great Ameri¬ 
can Nightmare: “I’ve been doing this sort 
of thing for quite some time; the first one 
I did was in 1998 for Universal Studios. 
I’ve done it several times over the years 
with them, but it was always one maze 
at a time, so I’ve always had the idea to 
expand it to my own attraction. But I’ve 
always been on tour or making a movie, 
and this was the first year when it seemed 
like I could finally get it together for Hal¬ 
loween and have the right partners, so it 
just worked out great.” 

Zombie envisioned the whole event 
with haunted-house producer Steve 
Kopelman, with help from music pro¬ 


ducers Kevin Lyman (Warped Tour) and 
John Reese. And the haunted house was 
always what it was about. Zombie says. 
“The music became a bonus feature. And 
I wanted to make it that you could come 
here, get a lot of bang for your buck and 
make a whole evening out of it. So we 
have carnival rides and wrestling and 
freakshows, and we also have different 
types of bands playing every night— 
everything from old school to punk rock 
to EDM.” 

Not everyone on the lineup makes 
sense from a Halloween perspective (Reel 
Big Fish, really?), but that’s the point. 
Zombie says. “People can go out and go 
to the mazes and get drunk or go to the 
EDM thing and frickin’ rave all night. 
That’s what’s great about it. Everybody 
likes Halloween, but everybody likes dif¬ 
ferent kinds of music. That’s why it had to 
be a lot of variety.” 

The faint of heart could still enjoy it 
if they wanted to, he says. “We have the 
chicken doors you could exit through 
everywhere if you’re scared.” 

Not that he understands that con¬ 
cept. “Nothing scares me,” he says. 

“I make things to scare other people. 
That’s my job.”

Flatbush Zombies bring plenty of blunts and brains 

to the rap game

C onsidering how calm and col¬ 
lected he is in conversation, it’s 
hard to believe Brooklynite Erick 
Arc Elliot is the rapper at the helm of a 
trio of psychedelic hip-hop renegades. 

As one-third of the NYC-based group 
Flatbush Zombies, Elliot has been dubbed 
“The Architect” and is both an exception¬ 
ally skilled rapper and the group’s main 
producer. He is responsible for structur¬ 
ing the group’s soulful yet trip-friendly 
sound, which falls somewhere among 
Redman, A Tribe Called Quest and the 
Boot Camp Clik. 

As a child growing up in Flatbush, 

Elliot had dreams of getting involved in 
music. Even in his early years, he says, he 
never listened to “the kiddie shit,” such 
as all the cartoon jingles and saccharine 
songs most children seemed to be hyp¬ 
notized by. His mother introduced him 
to Motown and soul, and from there, his 
tastes evolved and included Tupac, Biggie 
and other hip-hop greats from the Golden 
Era of the ’90s. He naturally formed an 
interest in rapping, as well as a desire to 
create his own beats. 

“The beats I was getting were so whack 
I didn’t want to rap on them, I was like, 
‘Damn, I keep on getting these whack ass 
beats!,”’ Elliot says. “Or, I was rapping on 
other peoples’ beats—Jadakiss, Wu-Tang. 
They were fine, but they weren’t mine, and I 
wanted to make something that was a repre¬ 
sentation of me, and I couldn’t find another 
producer, so I had to do that myself” 

It was an artistic blessing in disguise 
for Elliot, as his style of production has 
become the backbone of Flatbush Zom¬ 
bies’ signature blend of progressive, 
peyote-powered rhythms and old-school 
MC showmanship that’s indebted to both 
drug culture and East Coast rap’s early, 
sample-filled clamor. It’s classic boom- 
bap, with that genre’s collection of dust 
wiped away and replaced by sprinklings 
of DMT crystals. 


“To copy is working backwards. Life 
is going to continue to transition to the 
future, people are going to continue to 
change, the world is going to change, and 
I think you have to adapt,” Elliot says. He 
and his Flatbush cohorts—longtime friends 
and like-minded psychonauts Meech and 
Juice—have adapted by approaching hip- 
hop from the smoke-screened left field 
of the genre, as well as by releasing two 
polarizing, boundary-pushing mixtapes: 
D.R.UG.S. and BetterOffDEAD. 

Upon the release of their debut, 
D.R.U.G.S., many critics attempted to 
pigeonhole the Zombies as “drug-rap,” but 
with their newest release, BetterOffDEAD, 
they have become more militant and 
socially and politically minded without all 
the normal trappings of “conscious rap.” 
They can smoke as many blunts and put as 
many types of tabs on their tongue as they 
want, but there’s a method to the madness. 

Now, the Zombies are performing in 
Australia and detonating mosh pits at 
shows on the West Coast. Elliot remains 
humble and hungry, but he firmly believes 
in what he and the Zombies have accom¬ 
plished and created so far, saying growth 
is the only possible option from here. 

“I have to have the mentality of impress¬ 
ing myself or continuing to progress and 
become better,” he says. “I feel like if I 
make something I like, I’m trying to outdo 
that the next time I make something else. 
There’s never complacency or satisfaction. 
Nothing is more gratifying than music to 
me. I don’t think people are going to forget 
about us; this is cemented. People are not 
going to forget Flatbush Zombies.”

expecting anything, and then [Dr. Dog] 
said we could come by, and that their 
engineer would even be there. We had 
about a month's notice to prepare. And 
then not only did they have their engineer 
there, but they also ended up playing 
on our record. Toby Leaman, the bass 
player; Eric Slick, the drummer; and Scott 
McMicken, the vocalist and guitar player, 
were all down to play. It was crazy. 

What was the recording process like? 
Their studio is super-vibey. It's in this 
industrial area in Philly, and Scott actu¬ 
ally said we could stay at his place, but 
I ended up staying in the studio the two 
weeks I was there. We had the songs 
mostly written, but no arrangements. And 
because we weren't anticipating a drum¬ 
mer, the songs were kind of naked. We'd 
track during the day, and then whatever 
was missing. I'd work on at night. It all just 
fell into place. 

So you recorded the album in 201 /, but it's 
just now getting an opportunity to breathe. 
Why the long gap? 

After recording, we had some things we 
wanted to remix. We had some friends 
offer their services. Long story short: We 
were offered distribution but ended up 
opting out of it after a series of events 
and soul searching. Now we're just put¬ 
ting it out ourselves. We don't want this 
to stall anymore. We're so proud of it; we 
just want to get it out. We ponied up the 
money to put it on vinyl, and here it is. 

The track "No Place" is very sweet, but 
with a melancholy feel. There are also 
tracks that can be strangely uplifting. Did 
you approach the record with a concept? 
For "No Place," it's singing about sad 
things in a happy way. I think there's a 
beauty in feeling sad, and that sort of 
mode has a certain magical feeling to 
me. I think the worst thing to be is indif¬ 
ferent. We wanted to focus on the hid¬ 
den gems in life. All of the songs kind of 
reflect that.

After a serendipitous 
opportunity to record in Dr. Dog's personal 
studio, Edson Choi and Dre Babinski 
embraced a whirlwind recording process 
that changed their album. Something for 
the l/l/e/fli/7f wrapped at the Philadelphia 
studio two years ago and, despite a frus¬ 
trating wait, dropped on Oct. 22. The LA- 
based duo's debut offers layered instru¬ 
mentals that compliment simple, emo¬ 
tional lyrics and celebrates the day-to-day 
idiosyncrasies of life. Choi and Babinski 
gained attention in Orange County thanks 
to their work in the locally celebrated act 
Dusty Rhodes and the River Band, and 
though the two speak fondly of their pre¬ 
vious work, they are poised for the new 
musical journey ahead. 


OC WEEKLY; How did Miracle Days 
branch out from Dusty Rhodes and the 
River Band? 

EDSON CHOI: We were with Dusty 
Rhodes for a long time, and when that dis¬ 
banded, I was already living up in LA. Dre 
moved up the street from me, and we were 
pursuing different projects. She wanted 
to do something new—nothing big, but 
get a project going. The original idea was 
to put together an EP, but the songs came 
together so fast that, pretty soon, we had 
enough material for a full record and then 
some. It was pretty surprising, actually. It 
seemed like there was a bit of magic to it. 
By the time we got an album's worth, we 
got offered—through a friend—to go to 
Philly and record in Dr. Dog's studio.

Where Newport Harbor 
High Goes to Die 

Back Bay MILFs snag Peninsula boys at Anchor Bar 


J ust down the hill from Newport’s 
Back Bay, where MILFs wearing 
Lululemon jog while pushing their 
babies (or dogs) in strollers, hides a 
watering hole suitable for us working- 
class creeps. Found under the stairs of 
a restaurant that just says “Pizza,” you 
wouldn’t even know the Anchor Bar was 
in this sterile strip mall that’s home to the 
overpriced Irvine Ranch Market unless 
your drunk pal told you about it. 

And, boy, is it a welcome sight in the 
classy part of Zooport! A large metal 
anchor on the wall greets you as you 
walk in, the bar’s dim lights shining off 
it to further illuminate the small, nar¬ 
row room. Plastic-y booths line the wall 
beneath tiki wood carvings; Shag-esque 
lanterns in green and yellow hang lazily 
from the ceiling. Opposite the entrance 
sits the bar, with its perpetually bubbling 
water behind the liquor shelves. A few 
beers are on tap, and you can order food 
from Original Pizza II upstairs. It’s good, 
but we usually stick to the sauce, thank 
you very macho. 

I went on a recent evening with a 
few friends, one being Sara Escalante, a 
writer for the local blog Music In Press. 
She grew up in the area and explained 
to me this bar has changed several times 
over the years, with different owners and 
names. This incarnation is more of the 
swanky, beach lounge than the seedier 
environment it has been in the past, she 
said, the kind of place where it wasn’t 
any big deal that someone was sneak¬ 
ing lines of coke in the corner. The night 
we visited, the clientele seemed to keep 
their noses clean (snorting coke is SO 
1990s Metropolis, anyways). The room

was full of guys 
in their early 
thirties; Sara, the 
bartender and 
I were the only 
ladies. The guys 
wore Balboa’s 
male uniform: 
backwards caps, 
sweat pants, 
hoodies and 
Rainbow sandals, 
with most clothes 
sporting the logo 

of Don’t Care. “Newport Harbor High 
burnout brand,” Sara mused. 

But it ain’t all overgrown boys here. 
Dano Forte’s Juke Joint Freak Show 
plays every Wednesday; this rompin’, 
stompin’ one-man band had howled dirty 
blues weekly at Avalon for a few years. 
Happen to catch Social D during their 
annual House of Blues residency earlier 
this year? Dano Forte played a bunch of 
those shows. He sets up with a Gretsch 
and a harmonica, a couple of suitcases to 
house tips, a license plate from Missis¬ 
sippi, a hand, prayer candles, and other 
oddities—don’t miss him. So while the 
spot itself and decor offer you an escape 
from the high-priced, rich, plastic stereo¬ 
types associated with OC beach living, it 
remains a bar for locals. And when those 
strolling MILFs clean themselves up and 
start flirting with the Sailors alums come 
Saturday night, that Zooport magic rules 
the air.
